The image df the ideal Sikh in Gurbani

□ he image of the ideal Sikh in 
Gurbanihas a direct bearing on 
the conception of liberation-in- 
life. The term 'Sikh' occurs in the com- 
positions of Guru Nanak both as the 
instruction of the Guru and the per- 
son who has imbibed the Guru's in- 
struction. Sometimes reference is 
made to Sikhs without using the term 
Sikh. For example, Guru Nanak says 
that people should turn to the Guru 
who talks of Sachch and shabad; they 
who turn to the Guru are Harke log. 
These rare persons who are put into 
the divine treasury like good coins are 
virtually the Sikhs of the Guru : they 
rise above the differences of caste; 
immersed in the Name they are pure 
tirath; they are devoid of haumai, they 
love God by turning to the Guru. Simi- 
larly, the sevaks of the Guru who are 
dear to the True Guru are the follow- 
ers of Guru Nanak. The Guru shows 
the right path to 'the Sikh' who strays 
from it. The instruction of the Guru is 
precious like jewels and pearls; the 
Sikh who serves the Guru finds such 
a treasure. Guru Nanak addresses the 
Sikh explicitly as 'listen O' Sikh to 
what the Guru says'. The 'Guru' and 
the 'Sikh' go together. The Sikh of the 
guru liberates himself and others as 
well. 

Guru Angad contrasts the 
manmukh who remains chained to 
death and rebirth in accordance with 
divine justice with the Gurmukh who 
perfomes meritorious deeds and rec- 
ognizes the only God by His grace. 
The Gurmukh recognizes hukam 
through the light shown by God. By 
turning to the Guru he can see the 
moral depravity as a feature of the 
Kaliyuga. There is hardly any doubt 
that Guru Angad uses the term 
Gurmukh for the Sikh of the Guru. 

Guru Amar Das uses several terms 
for those who follow the Guru's instruc- 
tion, like sadh, sant, bhagat and 
bairagi. In a general way they are re- 
ferred to as God's servants (Har ke 
chakar) or God's men (Har-jan). They 
concentrate their minds on the feet of 
the Guru, and reflect on the Guru's 
shabad and aspire to attain the truth. 
They who serve God are Harke log. 
Yet another term used for the Guru's 



disciple is sevak. The sevak serves 
only God through the shabad. Through 
the Guru's grace he becomes pure 
and subdues the self. Day and night 
he sings the praises of the True One, 
adorned by the shabad of the Guru. 
He alone can be called sevak who is 
prepared to give his head. The term 
'Sikh' is also used for the one who 
lives in accordance with the Guru's will. 
The Guru enables the Sikh to mingle 
with the divine light. The term Gursikh 
makes its appearance in the ban! of 
Guru Amar Das. He talks of the riddle 
(mundavani) of three things in the plat- 
ter which, if eaten, lead to liberation. 
This rare food is found only through 
reflection on the Guru. Thus, the riddle 
is solved by the Gursikh. 

The term used most frequently for 
the Sikh by Guru Amar Das is 
Gurmukh. More than 350 lines of his 
bani open with Gurmukh. The term is 
used not only in the sense of 'by turn- 
ing to the Guru' but also for the per- 
son who has turned to the Guru. The 
Gurmukh remains absorbed in the 
shabad day and night. He subdues 
the self. He meditates on the Name. 
He gets rid of his haumai. Adorning 
himself with awe (bhai) and loving de- 
votion (bhagti), the Gurmukh ls com- 
parable to sada-suhagan, a woman 
who never loses her husband. The 
Gurmukhs live by the shabad of the 
Guru and look beautiful at the door of 
God. Absorbed in the truth, the 
Gurmukh dies while still alive. Dedi- 
cated to the divine Name, the 
Gurmukh recognizes his real self. He 
accepts God's will. He gains the real 
wealth by reflecting on the shabadof 
the Guru. In RagMaru, Guru Amar Das 
dwells on the Gurmukh in fifty con- 
secutive lines. 

Guru Amar Das's conception of 
bhagti clarifies that his bhagat is the 
Sikh. One should perform bhagti in 
love and awe, and feel the presence 
of God all the time. Adornment with 
love and awe is commendable for fol- 
lowing the right path. God should be 
remembered, and bhagti should be 
performed in love and awe. Two 
shaloks of Guru Amar Das underscore 
the importance of awe (bhai). Bhagti 
is found by turning to the Guru and 



one can die in life. Bhagti does not 
spring without awe and the mind does 
not become pure. Adorned with awe 
and bhagti one may attain the state 
of a suhagan by turning to the Guru. 
Bhagti becomes possible by turning 
to the Guru and through bhagti one 
dies in order to live. True bhaot/trans- 
forms men into gods. Bhagti cannot 
be perfomed without awe; love and 
awe inculcated by the shabad lead to 
bhagti. One may perfom bhagti and 
obtain eternal peace through God's 
grace. On the whole, bhagti\n the bani 
of Guru Amar Das is associated with 
awe in acknowledgement of the om- 
nipotence of the one Lord alone. What 
is more important, the way of bhagti 
is found from the Guru and through 
the Guru's shabad. The Name is the 
only source of status and honour (jat, 
patt) for the bhagats; they are adorned 
with the Name. 'My true Lord is the 
destroyer of demons; the bhagats are 
saved through the shabadof the Guru'. 
Singing the praises of God in accor- 
dance with Gurmat, the bhagats look 
beautiful. The bhagats are happy, be- 
ing dyed in the true shabad. They 
meditate on the Name. One may be 
called bhagat by everyone but bhakti 
is not found without serving the True 
Guru. 

Guru Amar Das refers to the path 
and the goal for the Sikh of the Guru. 
The mind is conquered through the 
shabad of the Guru. Haumai \s eradi- 
cated by recognizing the shabad. One 
prays for being able to sing the praises 
of God who is the bestower of the body 
and the mind. The great warrior is he 
who destroys the inner enemy in the 
form of hankar. The detached devotee 
meditates on the Name. To remain 
pure amidst the impurities of the world 
is the objective so that one's light 
mingles with the divine Light. One 
becomes liberated by serving the lib- 
erated one. By lodging God in the 
heart through the instruction of the 
Guru, one becomes indifferent to joy 
and sorrow. The awe of the True Guru 
removes all illusion and fear, and one 
recognizes the shaoadthrough God's 
grace. The servants of God concen- 
trate on the feet of the Guru. The 
Guru's darshan leads to the state of 
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liberation. The devotee takes refuge 
in the True Guru and dedicates his 
body and mind to him; he gives up his 
caste. He bathes in the pool of nectar 
that is within him. By recognizing the 
divine hukam, one does not entertain 
any hopes for oneself. One should be 
ready to give one's head. The service 
of the Guru is a labour of love; one 
serves in awe. The servant of God at- 
tains liberation and enables others to 
attain liberation through the divine 
Name and the Guru's shabad. The cup 
of the love of the Master is drunk 
through God's grace. They who con- 
quer their mind, conquer the world. The 
one who lodges God in the heart by 
turning to the Guru always enjoys the 
season of regeneration. 

The Sikh of the Guru (Gursikh) has 
a distinct identity in the bani of Guru 
Ram Das. We are familiar with the 
hymn which refers to the daily routine 
of the Sikh : 

The Sikh of the True Guru must 
rise at dawn and meditate on the 
Name. At dawn he must rise and 
cleanse himself in the Name of God, 
bathing in the pool of nectar. As by 
the Guru instructed he should then 
repeat the Name. All his sins, all his 
evil and foul doings, shall be washed. 
With the rise of the day he must chant 
the Guru's shabad. He should medi- 
tate on the Name in all situation. 

This is only one of the numerous 
references to Gursikh in the bani of 
Guru Ram Das. The Sikhs of the Guru 
have love of God in their hearts; they 
come to the Guru for worship and take 
away the Name as their profit; they 
listen to the instruction of the Guru 
and their haumai and dubidha are 
eradicated; their faces are radiant with 
love. Praise be to the Sikhs who fall 
at the feet of the Guru, recite the Name 
of God, listen to the Name of God, 
appropriate the Name by serving the 
Guru, and live in accordance with the 
Guru's bhana. The Sikh of the Guru 
propagates his instruction and there 
is no difference between them 
any longer : 'The Guru is Sikh 
and Sikh is Guru'. Through his 
instruction, the Guru assimi- 
lates the Sikh with himself; 
some remain in his presence to 
serve him, while others are sent 
away to perform his tasks. This 
comes very close to saying that 
Guru Ram Das appointed his 
representatives to look after Sikh 
sangats at places away from 
Ramdaspur. 



In a stanza of the Var in Rag 
Sorathi, the bhagat, saint, sadh, 
Gurmukh, and Gursikh are mentioned 
together. They refer to one and the 
same entity : The Sikhs of the Guru. 
In Rag Dhanasari, the sants and 
bhagats refer to the Sikhs. Guru Ram 
Das prays that the sins of all those 
who serve God may be washed and 
they be kept in the sangat dear to 
God. The sant-jan meditate on God 
and their suffering, illusion, and fear 
disappear through the instruction of 
the Guru {Gurmaf). In Rag Ramkali, a 
number of terms are used for the Sikhs 
: Harkelog, HarRam-jan, Ram- Jan, 
sant, sant-jan, sadh, sevak, and 
Gurmukh. Association with them turns 
the crow into a swan. The men of God 
{Har-jan) meditate on the Name; Har 
and Har-jan become one. They who 
find God sweet are eminent among 
men; they are the supreme men of 
God; greatness and peace come 
through the Name of God, and this 
juice is tasted through the shabad of 
the Guru. It is clear that Guru Ram 
Das refers to the Sikhs when he talks 
of sanfs, bhagats, and sadhs. The 
Guru himself is referred to as sadhu 
or sant. 

Guru Arjan poses a number of 
questions and gives answers which 
talk of Gurmukh, one who has turned 
to the Guru. He finds the way to lib- 
eration and gets liberated. He ac- 
quires knowledge and is good to oth- 
ers. He eradicates haumai. He per- 
forms good deeds and remains unat- 
tached. He remains in peace, in 
constrast with the manmukh who re- 
mains in suffering. The Gurmukh re- 
gards sukh and dukh as the same. 
He meditates on God and sings God's 
praises. The whole world is in fear but 
not the brahm-giani : he is redeemed. 
There is no difference between Ram 
and the Sant. Once the malady of 
haumai is successfully treated, one 
attains raj-jog through the Guru's 
grace.

The Sikh of the Guru is protected 
by God and redeemed through His 
grace. The dust of the sadh's feet is 
more efficacious than pilgrimage to all 
the sixty-eight sacred places. The 
Sikh sevaks have the treasure of the 
Name. Devoid of all fear, they are dyed 
in the hue of the Master. Their asso- 
ciation is cherished by the Guru. 
God's devotees remain steadfast. 
They are indifferent to joy and sorrow. 
The Guru himself is their protector. 
Death does not touch the Sikh of the 
Guru. The sevakoi the Guru performs 
perfect service. 

Guru Arjan tells the sants at one 
place that the shabad is the support 
of life. By worshipping the one God 
their countenance becomes bright 
and they remain stable. The True Guru 
brings all affairs to a good end. All thirst 
is quenched. After great search the 
treasure of the Name is found, it is 
priceless. God is their friend, wealth 
and youth, their father and mother. By 
turning to the Guru, they escape the 
deadly whirlpool. The sants take ref- 
uge with God to be liberated. The 
haughty suffer destruction.The gift of 
the Name is found in the Sadhu's 
sangat. There is no high or low : God's 
light is in all. 

The Sikhs have come together like 
swans on a pool in accordance with 
God's hukam. They feed on pearls and 
gems in the pool, and God's will is 
that they should never part from it. 
God is under the control of bhagats 
and he is their strength. The Gursikhs 
are instructed to meditate on God and 
to taste the nectar of bani with its nec- 
tar of the Name. In contrast with monis, 
tapsis, brahmacharis, sanyasis and 
others, the sants of God are free from 
joy and sorrow, greed and attachment. 
The dust of their feet is cherished. By 
meeting the True Guru all their anxi- 
ety is gone. 

The Gurmukh is dear to God, and 
none can injure the one guarded by 
God. He enjoys eternal bliss as a spe- 
cial robe (sirpao). The sevak of 
the Guru never goes to hell; he 
meditates on God; in sadh-sang 
he receives life every day from 
the Guru. He listens to kirtanaX 
the Guru's door (gurdwara). The 
manmukh, in contrast with the 
Gurmukh, remains chained to 
the wheel of death and rebirth 
and goes through all hells.

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Guru Nanak Dev and Bergson 



□ n the west, a philosopher 
named Bergson of France ranks 
high amongst the philosophers 
whose mind rose very high towards 
the unseen and whose eyes could see 
wondrousness i.e. the sixth sense 
despite being tied to the five senses 
of the body. 

This is the first time in the history 
of philosophy that a philosopher has 
considered science as well as intellect 
inadequate to peep in the unseen. 

Bergson saw eye to eye with 
Kanf s doctrine that we could not know 
or reach God with our intellect. Kant, 
therefore, did not consider God as the 
topic of intellect. He had concluded in 
his doctrine that God is beyond the 
scope of philosophy. 

Bergson said that we had a dual 
mind for research. One is intellectual 
mind and another is intuitive. Without 
the union of the two one could not 
perceive the unseen because even the 
unseen has two facets, one is matter 
and the second is life. 

All the discoveries of science are 
the result of research by the 
intellectual mind. It is the intellectual 
mind that has the art of reasoning and 
uses it to come to logical conclusions. 
Its knowledge pertains to matter. The 
intellectual mind has scope up to 
knowledge of meat and bones and not 
of life. The knowledge of the secret of 
life is beyond its scope. The 
intellectual mind is inexpert. It cannot 
put its finger on the cycle of life. The 
cycle of life is a miracle of the Lord. 
For the intellectual mind it is 
something that is alien or unfamiliar. 

The intellectual mind is made of 
matter and its subject is matter. 
Whatever comes in its scope is 
matter. It cannot gain knowledge from 
a whole object or substance. It has to 
cut it bit by bit and do research. The 
flow of life stops when it comes under 
the cutting edge of the knife. Life is a 
flow. Its stoppage is its end. But 
actually it is unending. It never stops. 

We think it has stopped but 
actually it goes and hides itself in the 
unseen world that is invisible to the 
intellectual mind. 

The flight of life is a transition. It is 
an extension of the cycle of life. This 
cycle of life is inaccessible. It cannot 
be stopped. The life is in quest of 
something. The intellect cannot realize 
that. 

Life spreads from a center i.e. the 
Lord and wants to remain in touch with 
the Lord. The mind is enticed by 
desires and is not able to realize so. 
Only a person who has insight and 



can see inwardly can perceive the 
center i.e. the Lord. 

Bergson has named this insight as 
intuition. It is somewhat similar to what 
is mentioned in our Scripture as the 
sublime mind. 

Bergson's entire focus rested on 
the point that if we wish to peep into 
the unseen and meet the Lord then 
essentially have to develop this 
intuition in ourselves. He was of the 
view that the entire research of 
philosophy should be done with the 
intuitive and the intellectual mind. 

Now, how to develop this intuition 
or so to say this intuitive mind? 

Bergson could not know. He only 
hinted that intuition could be gained 
from the knowledge of physical 
sciences. 

This clearly indicates that 
Bergson's intuition is a sister of 
intellect but slightly higher. It seems 
Bergson had a glimpse of intuitive and 
sublime mind but he was not able to 
describe the same. 

Here, it is important to mention the 
greatness of Guru Nanak who almost 
four hundred years before Bergson 
gave knowledge of the intuitive and the 
sublime mind. It is not that he gave 
knowledge only. He also showed the 
way to develop the intuitive and the 
sublime mind. The way is faith, love 
and devotion. 

Faith: One has to have faith that 
the Lord is omnipresent, here, there, 
everywhere, inside the body and 
outside in nature. 

Love: Remembrance of the Lord. 
Devotion: Recitation of the Lord's 
Name by the tongue or silently in the 
mind. 

He said: By remembrance and 
'recitation of the Lord's Name with love' 
another mind develops i.e. the intuitive 
mind and the sublime mind that can 
feel the sensation of the Lord. The Lord 
reveals Himself in His Name by way 
of sensation. 

Another philosopher said: If then 
anywhere there is possible for us a 
view of reality in its purity it will be in 
the inward view that we may obtain of 
this privileged object [The Philosophy 
of Change by Carr. Page 26]. 

Guru Nanak resolved the issue in 
advance without any philosophical 



discussion. He said: We have to see 
inwardly and to see inwardly the path 
is 'incessant recitation of the Lord's 
Name with love'. The love of the Lord 
and recitation of His Name elevates 
the mind and the intellectual mind is 
transformed into intuitive mind and 
further into sublime mind. The body 
soul immerses into the Supreme soul. 

The incessant meeting of the three, 
namely, mind, body soul and Supreme 
soul is sublime consciousness or 
intuition. Love is the cement that joins 
the soul with the soul. 

One can attain it in this life only. 
Some philosophers did get a 
glimpse of this intuition maybe from 
the wondrous scenes of nature but 
were not fully blessed with it. 

What happens when our body soul 
immerses in the Supreme soul? 

When the body soul immerses in 
the Supreme soul, then one gets the 
sensation of the presence of the Lord 
in the mind, heart and body that fills 
the mind and heart with ecstasy and 
rapture. All sorrows vanish and one 
gets out of the cycle of births and 
deaths. One gets eternal happiness 
in this life itself. 

Similarly, Emerson, a pious soul 
who lived in America felt the sensation 
and ecstasy of meeting the Lord. But 
he clamored: Tell me, how this 
sensation would become incessant? 

Guru Nanak has shown the way, 
how to make it incessant. 

Alas! Emerson had known Guru 
Nanak. 

Similarly, Goethe felt ecstasy and 
wondrousness sometimes. 

Inspired by Emerson, Carlyle and 
Goethe a few persons in Europe and 
America gained new thoughts, one of 
those was Trine. He wrote nice words 
about Emerson's sensations of the 
Lord and feelings of ecstasy and 
wondrousness of Goethe. Trine has 
described the incessant sensation in 
an excellent manner. 

Had these philosophers known the 
true Spiritual path that Guru Nanak 
told, then all their doubts would have 
gone.
